Knox told a press conference 
that aircraft factories in Febru- 
ary set new high marks in pro- 
duction of Navy planes, delivering 
1,400, “considerably more than 
half" of them combat types. 

“We are going still faster and 
we more in .Mareh,” he 
added, referring to both ships and 
planes.

Milk Ceilings 


Savannah Also Excluded 
From New Prices, OPA 
Explains. 


The new milk price ceilings an- 
nounced by the OPA for the state 
of Georgia do not apply to the 
counties in the Atlanta and Sa- 
vannah areas, it was explained 
yesterday, but are in force in the 
rest of the state. 

The Atlanta and Savannah 
areas will still operate under the 
milk ceilings set a month ago by 
the OPA, it was stated, as these 
ceilings, more recent than those 
in effect in other parts of the 
state, were designed to insure an 
adequate supply for these metro- 
politan areas. 

Milk price ceilings, therefore, 
will remain at the same level (re- 
tail sales: 17 cents a quart in bot- 
tles, 18 cents a quart in paper 
containers) in the following coun- 
ties: Bartow, Ben Hill, Bryan, 
Camden, Chatham, Cobb, DeKalb, 
Fulton, Glynn, Gordon, Liberty, 
McIntosh, Monroe, Stephens and 
Troup. 

The other counties in the state 
will come under the new ceilings: 
wholesale, quarts—14 cents in 
bottles, 15 cents in paper; whole- 
sale, pints—8 cents in bottles, 9 
cents in paper; wholesale, half- 
pints—4 cents in bottles, 5 cents 
in paper; retail, quarts—16 cents 
in bottles, 17 cents in paper. 

OPA officials pointed out that 
these ceilings do not affect milk 
other than sweet milk, nor milk 
sold for consumption on the prem- 
ises, and that retailers can use 
these new ceilings only if by do- 
ing so they do not raise their 
prices more than 2 cents per 
quart. 


Pape r Grou p 
Files Brief on 
License Taxes 
High Tribunal Urged To 


Overrule Previous 
Decision. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—(7) 
The American Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ Association asserted today in 
a brief filed with the supreme 
court that a municipality is for- 
bidden by the constitution from 
imposing a license tax “as a con- 
dition precedent to the dissemina- 
tion of information and opinion.” 


| 


Elisha Hanson, counsel for the | 
association, urged the tribunal to} 


overrule a decision it delivered 
last June and to -declare uncon- 
stitutional an attempt by three 
municipalities—Opelika, Ala., Fort 
Smith, Ark., and Casa Grande, 
Ariz.—to impose license taxes 
upon the sale of printed matter. 

Constitutionality of the ordi- 
nmnances was sustained, by a five- 
to-four vote, in the June decision. 
Since then Justice Byrnes, who 
voted in favor of constitutionality, 
has resigned and been succeeded 
by Justice Rutledge who, as a 
member of the court of appeals 
of the District of Columbia, voted 
to hold similar legislation uncon- 
stitutional. 

At the request of members of 
“Jehovah’s Witnesses” convicted 
of violating the ordinances, the 
tribunal recently agreed to recon- 
sider its previous decision and 
oral argum@nts will be heard next 
week. Reconsideration will give 
the court an opportunity, if it so 
desires, to overrule the earlier 
opinion. 

Hanson contended the license 
taxes “establish a dangerous prec- 
edent for licensing the press by 
legislative devices which resur- 
rect the evils the first amendment 
“guaranteeing freedom of _ the 
press was intended forever to re- 
move.”

I cannot cite figures. The only 
ones made known in Moscow are 
those announced from Washington 
or London. But I can tell you the 
impression of one who has been 
in Russia throughout the war. 

It is that the answer to ‘the 
questions—are American goods 
reaching the Soviet Union? Are 
the Russians satisfied with our 
supplies?—is, in @ach case, yes. 

Hitler Surprised. 


Hitler, early in the war, boasted 
that the United Nations’ only sup- 
ply lines to the Soviet Union were 
across the Arctic or along the 
equator. Since then, he has cer- 
tainly been surprised by the way 
those very lines have been made 
effective. 

Our most conspicuous contribu- 
tion to the Soviet war effort is in 
vehicles. On the main streets of 
Moscow, on the roads of provin- 
cial towns, on the dirt tracks of 
the countryside, American trucks 
are a common sight. Jeeps scuttle 
everywhere, from the paved high- 
ways of the rear to the rough 
fields of the front. 


A year ago, they were rare 
sights, which caused onlookers tv 
stop and admire them. Now, they 
are no longer a novelty. 

Jeeps in Soviet Drive. 

The trucks are used for road 
transport, on which the Red Army 
depends largely for its supplies. 
The jeeps are used as staff cars, 
to carry officers on their missions. 
Both have been employed exten- 
sively in the Russian winter of- 
fensive. 

It would be idle to deny that 
there has been any trouble with 
the vehicles. Some trucks have 
broken axles on trackless terrain, 


boiled over in summer, frozen up 
in winter; some jeep motors have 
become clogged with mud. But 
generally, men who drive the ma- 
chines have told me, their per- 
formance has been splendid. 

The Russians, moreover, what- 
ever their reputation may be 
abroad, are good, resourceful me- 
chanics. Machines come in for 
rought treatment in that rigofous 
climate. But with a minimum of 
tools and spare parts, the drivers 
keep them running.

The first M-3 models, with a 
riveted frame and fixed cannon, 
proved less effective than the 
welded types and mobile turret, 
but since then, more modern ma- 
chines have been delivered. 

American Tanks. 

The Russians still prefer their 
heavy KV, medium T-34 and light 
T-60 tanks for major combat. They 
used these principally in their 
southern offensives this winter, 
but American tanks, as well as the 
British Mathildas and Valentines, 
are doing service on other fronts. 

American fighters, the Toma- 
hawk, Kittyhawk and Aijiracobra, 
are defending some of the most 
important points of the Soviet Un- 
ion, including Moscow, Leningrad 
and Murmansk. Crack pilots, many 
of them wearers of the highest-dec- 
oration, hero of the Soviet Union, 
are flying them. Unanimously, 
they like them. ! 

All these, too, I have seen at 
airports outside Moscow. They 
have had little to do there recent- 
ly, for the Germans have not raid- 
ed the capital since last April %. 
That, in itself, is a strong recom- 
mendation of their efficiency.

In addition to the principal 
equipment, I have come across nu- 
merous other items of American 
supplies: field telephones with a 
Cossack unit, woolen blankets in 
a military hospital, granulated 
sugar in a Red army mess, lard on 
the shelves of a Moscow store, all 
of it being given good use, 

Soviets Appreciate. 

Since my return to New York, I 
have heard some comment that the 
Russians do not seem to realize or 
appreciate the extent of our effort 
to aid them. 

They do realize it,- for every 
statement President Roosevelt or 
Prime Minister Churchill has made 
on this subject, complete with fig-

Those 
with whom I have come into con- 
tact have also made clear that they 
appreciate it.

‘Unfair To Stab 
Us in Back,’ 
F. D. R.’s Son Writes 


By WILLIAM T. PEACOCK. 

WASHINGTON, March 5.—(AP)—A burst of applause 
from both Republicans and Democrats greeted reading in the 
house today of a plea from one of the President’s sons that 
he and his brothers be allowed to “fight without being stabbed 
in the back for the sake of politics” by criticism of their war 


record. 

Lieutenant Colonel Elliott 
Roosevelt, writing from North Af- 
rica to Representative Lanham, 
Democrat, Texas, referred with- 
_ naming the congressman _ to 
charges by Representative Lam- 
bertson, Republican, Kansas, that 
the President “jerked” two of his 
sons from battlefronts. 

“Such criticism aimed at men 
who are fighting for their country 
strikes me as sort of unfair,” 
Roosevelt said. “They can’t an- 
swer back. We feel we are fight- 
ing for all America. We are not 
in politics. In the forces there is 
un:ty of purpose—the continua- 
tion of American freedom and 
American ideals. 

“Explain Fact.” 


“Please explain this fact to your 
colleague, and try to explain to 
him that we, as soldiers, don’t 
care whether or how much he dis- 
agrees with the President, but for 
God’s sake let us f ght without 
being stabbed in the back for the 
sake of politics. ... 

“I don’t care whether a man is 
a Republican or a Democrat. Let’s 
get together and get this damn 
war won! I’m tired and I want 
to go home and live in peace on 
my ranch with my family. The 
sooner the better, too.” 

When the applause from both 
sides of the chamber ended, Rep- 
resentative Baldwin, Republican, 
New York, detlared that Lanham 
was “voicing the sentiment of 
those on this side of the aisle, 


too,” 
Letter to Him. 


Lambertson was not in the 
chamber, but Lanham said he had 
shown the letter to him and had 
pleaded with him to desist from 
his criticism of the Roosevelt 
sons. The letter was _ written 
January 22. 

Lanham said he was reading the 
communication to the house be- 
cause Lambertson had again 
brought up the subject this week. 
He apparently referred to Lam- 
bertson’s statement on the floor 
Wednesday that “Franklin Jr. and 
his du Pont wife were doing the 
night clubs of New York” Sunday 
night while Walter Winchell in 
his broadcast “dwelt qn the mag- 
nificent soldiery of Franklin Jr. 
in Africa.” 

Roosevelt Sons 

Elliott’s letter followed Lam- 
bertson’s first raising in January 
of the question whether the Roose- 
velt sons—all four are in the 
armed services—were being shield- 
ed from danger on orders from 
“the commander in chief.” 

On one occasion Lambertson as- 
serted that a “distinguished Amer- 
ican” (he did not call him by 
name) told him the President 
“lifted” Lieutenant Colonel James 
Roosevelt, of the Marine Corps, 
from Guadalcanal. 

Representative Gore, Demucrat, 
Tennessee, took Lambertson | to 
task at that time, asserting he was 
reflecting on the integrity «f the 
armed services and that James 
was ordered back here to teach 
Marines the style of fighting need- 
ed in the southwest Pacific area. 

Wrote to Lanham. 

Elliott Roosevelt wrote to Lan- 
ham, he said in his letter, because 
the Texan is both his congress- 
man and his friend. (Roosevelt 


owns a ranch and has business in- | 


terests in Texas). He learned of 
the charges, he related, when he 
read newspapers his father gave 
him at Casablanca—the first 
American newspapers he had seen 
since leaving this country last Sep- 
tember. 

“I happen to know,” Elliott 
wrote, “that James has insisted 
on carrying on, on active duty, 
even though he is not physically 
up to the strain of combat. He 
could easily sit back and not be 


exposed to actual combat, because 


if he were anybody else’s son he 
would be exempted from such 
duty. He is a hell of a fine offi- 
cer and has plenty of guts. Ask 
any man who has served with 
him—that is the test!” 

Lanham cited the military rec- 
ord of the Roosevelts. This re- 
called that James once had an op- 
eration for stomach ulcers, said 
he should remain on a restricted 
diet, and had lost 30 pounds serv- 
ing in the southwest Pacific. Nev- 
ertheless, James has asked to be 
returned there.

It is necessary, in evaluating progress of the 
fighting in Tunisia, to always remember the 
basic situation there and the objectives of the 


two opposing forces. 

It is the goal of our side, the Allied Nations, 
to drive the Axis foes into the sea, to wrest 
from them the last inch of African soil they 
occupy. When we have achieved this, the way 


will be open for the great attack against the 


southern front of Axis-held Europe. 

It is the objective of Romme! and his forces 
to delay consummation of our own goal. Rom- 
mel is fighting a strictly delaying action, in 
order to gain all possible time for strengthen- 
ing of defense positions in Italy and other 
yulnerable south European coasts. 

The Rommel attack and subsequent with- 
drawal, through the Kasserine Pass, achieved 
its objective in causing delay in our operations. 
Having done this, the Axis forces have effected 
their retreat. There seems now to be no reason 
why we should not, in a day or two, regain all 
the ground temporarily lost. The Rommel action 
may have cost him more heavily in men and 
equipment than he expected. If so, that is so 
much gain for us. 

But it would be foolish to believe that 
Rommel] has any hopes whatever of continued 
success for his attacks against our lines. All 
he is doing is delaying, as much as possible, 
the inevitable constriction of those lines to 
the point when his armies will be strangled 
and destroyed as they are pushed back to the 
sea. 

We may expect other sudden attacks at 
various points on our line and, so long as 
Rommel can concentrate his armored forces in 
small sectors, we may expect, likewise, tem- 
porary advances by the enemy. Those out- 
bursts will become weaker and less effective 
as we wear down the Axis strength. 

At the moment it is probable Rommel is 
concentrating all the strength he can against 
the British Eighth Army, at the Mareth line. 
For, once that army breaks through the Mareth 
defenses, the destruction of all Axis strength 
in Tunisia will be in sight. ' 

Rommel, in his entire Tunisian campaign, 
is fighting nothing but a desperate, rearguard, 
delaying action. If he can hold off the en- 
evitable end of that action for sufficient time, 
he will have been successful. We must always 
remember this in evaluating the importance of 
local moves on the Tunisian battlefields.

Suggestions that the federal government 
might be asked to reimburse, at least in part, 
the loss of gasoline tax revenue to the state 
have been made. The only other alternative, if 
no new taxes are to be levied, appears to lie in 
the hope the federal authorities will be able 
to relax the ban on gasoline use in the near 
future. 

With such a situation facing the state gov- 
ernment, the general assembly should be 
extremely careful not to add one penny of addi- 
tional expense at this time. It seems probable 
that many services to the public hitherto per- 
formed by the state will have to be drastically 
curtailed and it would be tragic if such curtail- 
ment of important public functions were made 
worse because of unnecessary expenditures au- 
thorized by the legislature. 

Once the nation is in full realization of the 
seriousness of the war and of what it means 
to be at war in these modern times, men and 
women alike will gladly tighten their belts as 
far as needed. They will eagerly join in sacri- 
fice and rigor so that the victory may be won. 
At the same time, they will not look kindly on 
any, officials or non-officials, who seek to 
profit personally during the war’s duration. 

All must learn to do without, in equal degree, 
and it seems that the state must show the way 
to all Georgians.

Grounds for Alarm. 

Report of the State Health Department for 
December iast shows a heavy increase in the 
incidence of venereal disease and of tuber- 
culosis in Georgia.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
FOURTH-TERM BOOM WASHINGTON, March 5.—In a 


sense it is unfortunate for the coun- 
try, no less than it is for Mr. Roosevelt, that the fourth-term boom 
should be launched so far in advance of the 1944 presidential 
elections. 

Opponents of the administration, in and outside of the party, 
will be seeking to read political acts in every 
move of the President. He will be accused of 
running the war effort with am eye to the 
coming election, and this is certain to be a 
source of greater opposition in congress. 


All of the picayunish fault-finding that con- 
gress has been guilty of during the first two 
months of the new session may be “expected 
to be intensified manyfold. Republicans and 
anti-New Deal Democrats alike will be on the 
lookout for new issues to be developed in con- 
nection with the 1944 campaign. Their efforts 
in this direction will be given an anti-Roose- 
velt focus so long as they regard the President 
as a likely candidate to succeed himself. 


The country will be bound to suffer some- 
what, because any growing political dissension 
cannot be conducive to national unity. 


Those who have jumped the gun, therefore, 
by instigating a fourth-term boom this far in advance of the cam- 
paign have done both Mr. Roosevelt and the country a distinct 
disservice. There can be little doubt that the President would 
have willed it otherwise. 

Already, in fact, certain repercussions have resulted from the 
fourth-term talk. Antiadministration Democrats in the senate have 
begun to busy themselves on ways and means of defeating another 
Roosevelt nomination. It has been their preoccupation even more 
than the war since some of the President’s more enthusiastic well 
— brought the subject out into the open with public indorse- 
ments. 


FARLEY ACTIVE From New York, also, comes word that 


Big Jim Farley is préparing to swing into 
action with his stop-Roosevelt program much earlier than had been 
expected. Encouraged by his success in putting over an anti-New 
Deal candidate for Governor of New York last year, he is out to 
organize the country similarly against a fourth term. 

vidences are that the premature fourth-term boom may cause 
Farley to start his organization efforts much sooner than normal 
procedure would require. He believes in getting there first. That 
is how he corraled enough delegates to insure the gubernatorial 
nomination of John J. Bennett in New York last year over the com- 
bined opposition of Mr. Roosevelt and most of the other accredited 


party leaders in the state. 
PERSONAL HATREDS In relation to the, 1944 presidential 
contest, there is one thing about the 
Democratic opposition to Mr. "‘eoaaeell that is utterly inexplic- 
able except on grounds of bitter personal hatreds. Aside from 
Mr, Farley, who has never forgiven the Président for not stepping 
down and giving him a run for the nommation in 1940, there are 
many leaders within the party who now and henceforth will be 
working silently to prevent a fourth-term candidacy. 

If they can be assumed to be acting honestly in what they 
believe to be to the best interest of the party, they must feel that 
the party would fare better at the polls in 1944 with some candidate 
other than Mr. Roosevelt. 

Yet the cold realities of the situation make a conclusion of that 
kind ridiculous. 


DOESN’T ADD UP No political observer worth his weight 
in salt would undertake to say that the 


Democratic nomination in 1944 would be worth a two-cent postage 
stamp if My, Roosevelt is a candidate to succeed himself and is 
rejected. It just doesn’t add up any other way. 

And it doesn’t matter much whether the war is still going on or 
The problems of peace would be interrelating enough to give 
Mr. Roosevelt a continued control over the situation. 

Regardless of who the Republicans nominate, if Mr. Roosevelt 
were rejected by the Democrats there would certainly be whole- 
sale defection among liberal elements in the party. It is doubtful 
that the President himself would have it in his power to prevent 
such defections. The emotion of spite takes precedence over reason. 


SEEMS FUTILE What the anti-New Deal Democrats are 

doing, then, in opposing Mr. Roosevelt seems 
utterly futile from the standpoint of any hope of party victory. 
Whether they like it or not, the situation is entirely in the Presi- 
dent’s hands. If he chooses to run again and they deny him the 
opportunity, the nomination isn’t worth anything. 

It would be the New York gubernatorial election of last fall 
all over again. There Mr. Farley succeeded in rounding up enough 
delegates to put over his man, but when it came to the election 
enough people who otherwise would have voted the Democratic 
ticket—some 400,000 of them—went over to give the Republicans 
a landslide victory. 

Precisely the same thing would happen if the Farleys and the 
Byrds and the Wheelers gained the upper hand-at the next national 
convention, The Democratic nomination wouldn’t be worth two cents.

GEORGIA STORY I do not think we realize, any of us, how 
very close we are to the frontier of the 
aaa cap, the long rifle, the log cabin and the Indian war 
whoo 
Thursday in Rome, Ga., there were held the last services for 
one of Georgia’s great women, daughter of one 
of the state’s notable citizens, wife of one of 
her finest men. Mrs. Elizabeth Battey Trout- 
man, who succumbed suddenly in her nine- 
tieth year, was the person who first succeeded 
in having growers’ markets established in Geor- 
gia, forerunners of the farmers’ markets. She 
was active in many fields. 

Her mother was the first white child brought 
into the Rome area. The mother had played 
as a child with Indian children who still were 
in the bend of the two rivers where Rome 
now is. 

This woman of 90 years had often told her 
own children the stories her mother told her 
of playing with Indians and of the kidnap fears 
of her family. 

It is her father, though, of whom I would 
write—the father who moved into the frontier 
village called Rome, when the Indiggs still 

lived on the outskirts of the village. It is an American story in 
its facts and its flavor. It is one of the great stories of Georgia 
and one which should be better known. 


GREAT SURGEON Robert Halsey Battey became one of the 
great surgeons of the wofld. 

He came to that position after leaving two other professions. 
He was first civil engineer. He was next a pharmacist. He was 
successful in both. But it was a doctor he wished to be.

He opened a drug store in Rome, It prospered. ‘ 

But the wish persisted. 

There came a day when he made up his mind. He was older.

But he sold his drug store, packed up his goods and his family 
and went to Jefferson Medical College. 

He finished there when the war began and entered the services 
of the Confederate army. He served the four years of the war and 
came back to practice. 

Surgery was new. It still was suspect. 

There came to Dr. Battey a woman patient. His diagnosis was 
that she suffered from an ovarian tumor. He discussed it with his 
patient. He told her that he might be wrong. She had confidence 
in him. She knew she could not live very long if something was 
not done. 

There followed one of those shameful things which should make

PROTESTS The physicians of Rome and those of Atlanta and 
all Georgia joined in a heated protest. Ministers 
joined in, 

The entire state was in an uproar over this suggestion of oper- 
ating in such a dangerous fashion. That was the day of cramp 
colic and locked bowels and all the old-fashioned diagnoses to 
cover up ignorance and what today we know was a ruptured 
appendix ‘and perhaps peritonitis. 

Dr. Battey appeared in the state capitol before the medical 
association to defend himself and his operation. It was, from all 
accounts, a brilliant defense. Henry Grady; then editor of The 
Constitution, referred to him as “The Cicero of Georgia Medicine.” 

He went ahead with the operation. The doctors of Rome and 
those of the state threatened to lynch him should the woman die. 
(She not only lived, but did not die until a very few years ago.) 

The success of this operation, unheard of and undreamed of, 
was followed by others equally as successful. 

The less brilliant doctors, those who had cried, “Lynch him,” 
retreated and began to try and develop the skill of the man who 
had shown the way. 

The ignorance which had threatened Crawford Long 
silence had been defied by the country surgeon from Rome. 


QUEEN VICTORIA England heard of it. Queen Victoria 
and the Royal Society of Surgeons in- 
vited him to London. 


He went. He performed the operation on 
patients in London:and introduced the operation to that country. 

Germany heard of it and the country doctor went to Berlin and 
held the interest of the great doctors of that country. 

Austria asked for him. He went there. He wrote home that 
in Austria he saw the finest hospitals he had ever seen anywhere, 
in this country, in London or in Berlin. 

He came home to a great welcome from his friends and some 
of his fellow physicians. 

i Today the world still calls that operation “the Battey oper- 
ation.” 

The man who was threatened ith a lynching by his own 
people had conquered ignorance in this own country and had won 
the acclaim of the great Queen Victoria and the emperors of two 
great powers of that time. 

He is a great man to be remembered. 

He dared to do something that hadn’t been done before and 
thereby broke a rule and a tradition and the accepted method of 
doing things.

SECOND VICTORY LOAN 
(From The Valdosta Times.) 

Secretary Morgenthau’s announcement of a 
second victory loan drive in April to raise at 
least as much as and probably more than the 
13 billions in the December drive was in line with 
expectations and formally establishes the next 
major objective in the borrowing program. From 
now on the prospect of this huge operation takes 
first place as a money market influence and in 
the thinking and planning of bankers ang the 
investment community. 

Although the December drive was a gratify- 
ing success for a first attempt of such magnitude, 
it is going to take a lot more to be accounted 
a success in April. Success then will be judged 
not so much by the total funds raised—there is 
no question about getting the money—as by how 
they are raised. 

First and most important, there has got to be 
more sony raised outside the banks. This is 
necessary, both to keep down the inflationary 
expansion of bank credit, which is the worst evil 
of war finance, and to encourage individuals, 
especially war workers, to invest as much as 
possible of their current incomes in war bonds 
instead of competing for the limited supplies of 
goods, 

Second only to the need for selling more 
securities outside the banks, is the need for 
spreading the geographical distribution of these 
issues more broadly.

“All students must file their ration books with 
their schools, evén though the stamps are not used.\ In the case 
of a student leaving school in the middle of a ration period, no 
stamps valid in that period may be torn out of the book; expired 
stamps may be torn out or not, at the discretion of the school 
authorities, since they are not valid after their expiration dates.

A far north concentration would

a major menace to convoys carry- 
ing supplies to Russia. 

The Tirpitz is the pride of Adolf 
Hitler’s navy. 

At the time she and the Bis- 
marck were launched the Nazis 
announced they were of 35,000 
tons. But at the time of the sink- 
ing of the Bismarck after she had 
sunk the battle cruiser Hood, Brit- 
ish naval officials estimated she 
was of at least 40,000 tons. 

The Tirpitz has been under fire 
of British guns on several occa- 
sions and last July the Russians 
announced that one of their sub- 
marines had scored two torpedo 
hits on_her in Arctic waters. She 
was reported back in action three 
months later, patrolling Arctic sea 
lanes.

WASHINGTON, March 5.—(?) 
‘War Production Board assurance 
‘that no further print paper cur- 
‘tailments will be ordered until 
July or later was accompanied to- 
‘day by a congressman’s charge 
that a WPB official had exceeded 
his authority in recommending 
drastic cuts in newsprint and oth- 
er civilian supplies. 

After a conference with Cana- 
dian authorities in Montreal early 
this week, the WPB announced 
last night that newspapers, maga- 
zine and book publishers and com- 
mercial printers will not be asked 
to make further cuts in consump- 
tion of print paper at least until 
after July 1. 

Representative Shafer, Repub- 
lican, Michigan, called upon a 
house committee to look into the 
“recent acts” of Chairman Joseph 
L. Weiner of WPB’s Office of 
Civilian Supply in connection with 
newsprint and other recommend- 
ed commodity cuts. 

Returning to Washington after 
the Montreal meeting, WPB offi- 
cials said Canadian authorities 
agreed to furnish 1,170,000 tons 
of wood pulp to the United States 
this year, plus an additional 107,- 
000 tons in the next few months. 
WPB recently announced that a 
proposed second cut in newsprint 
of not over 10 per cent, which 
was slated for April 1, would be 
held in abeyance.

Farm Program 
Announced for 


School Youths 


Students 
at General Jobs Dur- 
ing Summer. 


A two-purpose program to train 
youths in farming methods and al- 
leviate the serious shortage of 
agricultural workers was announc- 
ed last night by State School Su- 
perintendent M. D. Collins. 

Under the plan high schools 
would organize the “Victory Farm 
Volunteers,” as part of the Victory 
Corps program. The schools would 
recruit, train and supervise stu- 
dents for summer work and at 
peak labor periods during the 
school year. : 

For work during school months, 
Dr. Collins said, students would 
receive full academic credit for 
participation. He added that ac- 
crediting agencies had indorsed 
the proposal. 

The plan, adopted at a meeting 
of staff members of the depart- 
ment of education and school au- 
thorities, provides for appoint- 
ment of one or more farm-reared 
members of each high school fac- 
ulty as adviser for the volunteer 
group. 

It also provides for the training 
of farmers who expect to employ 
students. Classes will be organ- 
ized wherever small groups of 
farmers can be brought together. 

All physically fit boys and girls 
are eligible for membership. 

Labor needs of various commu- 
nities would be determined by sur- 
vey and study, and the training 
program will be set up on the 
basis of the job to be done in the 
local community. 

Workers will be trained for spe- 
cialized short-time jobs, such as 
chopping and picking cotton and 
transplanting plants. Others will 
be prepared for general farm 
work, 

To prevent exploitation, .super- 
vision of the young workers will 
be under supervision of local high 
school advisers.

State derartment heads and em- 
ployes will solidly support the 
Red Cross’ record drive for funds, 


they assured Governor Arnall at 
a rally in the house chamber yes- 
terday. 

The governor headed a list of 
speakers including a. young Brit- 
isher who was at Dunkirk and 
found American Red Cross .am- 
bulances “going through bombing 
and gunfire and carrying on just 
as if it wasn’t there.” 

“I want each department head 
to provide me with a list of those 
able to help,” the governor said. 
“I want every employe to contrib- 
ute, and make it the largest con- 
tribution we have ever made.” 

The Dunkirk witness, Chief Pet- 
ty Officer Alan Waters, said he 
had observed work of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross during the London 
air raids, among prisoners of war 
and aboard his ship. 

“When we went into cold 
weather they supplied us with 
warm clothing, and when we re 
turned they gave us new books 
and fresh fruits,” Waters said, 
“and fresh fruits are a great thing 
in the Navy.” 

Waters also said he had seen 
letters from his friends in Ger- 
man prison camps telling how the 
organization had delivered “letters 
and parcels to the prisoners.” 

“This is no roll call,” said Chair- 
man Herman L. Turner, of the 
Red Cross speakers bureau, an- 
other speaker. “It is the largest 
single undertaking for mercy, and 
it will take great sacrifice.”

Few Man Hours Lost in Strikes, 
Regional WLB Is Told Here 


Only six-hundredths of one per 
cent of the total man hours since 
Pearl Harbor have been lost due 
to strikes in the United States, 
which is far below the loss in war- 
time England, Dr. Frank P. Gra- 
ham, president of the University 
of North Carolina, said yesterday 
in an address before the recently- 
appointed southeastern regional 
War Labor Board at - conference 
here. 

Dr. Graham, representing the 
public on the WLB, went on to 
state that there has not been a 
stoppage of work since the United 
States entered the war that had 
the sanction of a responsible lead- 
ers of American labor. 

“Both labor and managment are 
all out to win the war, and are 


‘making every concession to that 


end,” he declared. “However, in- 
dividual members may have dif- 
fered during the discussions, the 
entire membership of the board 
has stood solidly back of all the 
board’s decisions.” 

“The task confronting the Na- 
tional War Labor Board is to see 
that wage stabilization in the na- 
tion takes place with workers on 
the production line rather than 
on the picket line,” Dr. Graham 
continued. 

“The War Labor Board is the 
only agency in America on which 
industry, labor and the _ public 
have equal representation,” he 
said. “It is tri- partite co-operation 
that .will win the war,. because 
through it co-operative enterprise 
can attain the maximum produc- 
tion necessary to victory. 

“And not onl, will it win this 
war, but it will help make a bet- 
ter south after the war.” 

Since the creation of the War 
Labor Board, it has handled more 
than 650 cases, 70 per cent of 
which were initiated by the em- 
ployer. The decisions in these 
cases have been unanimous 70 per 
cent of the time, Dr. Graham esti- 
mated. Public members voted with 
labor in about 15 per cent of the 
cases and with industry the re- 
maining 15 per cent, he added.

Six tanks, 60,000 cartridges and 
other war material fell into the 
hands of other units driving across 
the bleak snowswept country. 

This central front push has been 
co-ordinated with Marshal Timo- 
shenko’s northwestern front drive 
below Lake Ilmen toward Staraya 
Russa. The midnight bulletin did 
not mention any fighting on this 
front where the Berlin radio said 
battles were occurring along a 50- 
mile stretch between Staraya 
Russa and Kholm to the south. 

On the northern fringe of the 
Ukraine the Russians were within 
20 miles of the Bryansk-Kiev rail- 
way at a point above the railway 
junction of Konotop. This was in 
the Sevsk area, where “our treops 
continued their successful offen- 
sive and captured several populat- 
ed places.” 

The Russians said several] tank- 
supported German counterattacks 
were smashed with 10 enemy 
tanks knocked out, and 515 Ger- 
man captives taken in Sevsk itself 
along with four dumps o. provi- 
sions and ammunition. 

West of Lgov in the sector be- 
low Sevsk the Russians said 19 
more localities were seized in the 
continuing westward push, and 
that 1,000 Germans were killed 
and 650 captured along with 16 
guns, and 35 trucks and carts and 
an ammunition dump. 

A German infantry battalion 
was routed and .vur antitank guns 
and other equipment captured 
northwest of Kharkov by one 
Soviet unit. This apparently was 
in the district of Sumy, which is 
only 75 miles from Konotop. 

The only Russian mention of the 
Donets basin was in the sectors 
west of Rostov and southwest of 
Voroshilovgrad. Two hundred Ger- 
mans were killed, three tanks and 
several guns knocked out, and 
three plans “shot down by our in- 
fantry fire” in the former area, 
and 300 Germans killed and 19 
platoons wiped out in the latter 
district, the communique said.

; ; Last time Jim Kilgallen and I 
J im Kilgallen were together for any length of 


time he was assigned to do the story of Lee Bible’s attempt 
to set a new world’s speed record at Daytona Beach. Jim, 
America’s most versatile press service writer, was sent to 
the Florida resort by International News Service. I hap- 
pened to be down there for another press service. 

A flood of memories came through the door with Kil- 
gallen yesterday. 

He was a veteran a dozen years ago, but he hadn’t 
changed a great deal. A little gray, maybe. But 
there was the same jautiness of step, the same en- 
thusiasm, the same flair for the unusual. 

Jim’s daughter, Dorothy, is one of America’s most wide- 
ly recognized journalists. She is, you might say—and 
correctly, too—his protege. And she “bats out” magazine 

ieces as most writers would an everyday column. She 
as been in the “big money” for a-long time. 

Anyway, Jim was in Atlanta in the interest§ of Inter- 
national News Service. He was on a tour of INS bureaus 
along the eastern seaboard. Temporarily he is doing little 
writing. And I do mean temporarily. He was among the 
first correspondents INS sent into the Pacific after Pearl 
Harbor. I well imagine he got everything set up for the 
others that followed. | 

He talked a bit about things in the Pacific, and it 
was entirely voluntary with him when he said: “It 
would be a mistake for this country to discontinue 
baseball. I’ve oveen out there and I know how the 
boys waited for the spring exhibition scores. They 
waited to get them and argue about the teams. Each 
has a favorite team. Maybe it’s Brooklyn, New York, 
St. Louis. And the scores, even in the spring games, 
meant a lot to them. It gave them something to talk 
about.” 

Jim readily agreed that certain baseball men have hurt 
their own game by talking too much. 

“Baseball really doesn’t need to apologize for its ex- 
istence,” he pointed out. 


; , “Remember that day 
Novice at Super sp eed Bible was killed when 
the Triplex crashed into the sand dunes?” Kilgallen 
perused, going back more than 10 years. 

“T’ll never forget the ride you and I took down the 
beach. Too bad we didn’t have a measured mile. We might 
have set a new record. 

“I recall you had a car parked in front of the 
press box, well up from the course, and when the 
word came that Bible had cracked up, we were the 
first to reach the scene. 

“T have never forgotten that ride. It was almost a mile 
to where Bible had lost control of the machine. That poor 
photographer, Taub, had stood his ground and then jumped 
directly into the path of the roaring wire-wheeled monster. 

“We came racing up the beach as the crowd gathered at 
the scene and a morbid spectator was preparing to take a 
snapshot of Taub’s severed body. You slammed on the 
brakes. the car skidded and knocked that fellow’s legs out 
from under him. He sat down on his camera. Served him 
right. 
, “I remember they found the other half of Taub’s 

body behind the sand dunes. He would have been 

safe had he jumped the other way. 

“Soon after we arrived they picked up Bible’s limp 
body in a basket. We followed the ambulance to the 
funeral parlors across the river to double check. But we 
knew for sure that aresy bone in his body had been 
smashed,” Kilgallen recalled. 

It was a memorable experience. Bible was a Daytona 
Beach boy who had driven in beach and dirt track races. 
He was a novice in superspeed events. The exact cause 
of the crack-up was never determined, but it was gen- 
erally agreed Bible had been foolhardy in agreeing to try 
for a world’s record in a seven-ton machine mounted on 


wire wheels. 

1; " ; I mentioned Jim Kilgallen’s 
Missed No Tricks versatility. He has covered 
just about every assignment a press service has had to 
offer—World Series, football, etc., in sports; elections, elec- 
trocutions, hangings, superspeed auto races, and wars. To- 
day he doubles in the role of executive. 

He wrote a story that is one of the famous stories 
of the newspaper profession. It was an eyewitness 
account of the electrocution of Ruth Gray Snyder. 
The description ranks with the finest writing in 
newspaper history. 

I thought about all this when Jim Kilgallen walked 
jauntily through the door. He is a distinctive little Irish- 
man and has had a distinctive career. His by-line has been 
a byword for a score and 10 years. 

There may be better-known newspapermen in America 
because they write daily syndicated calumns. 

But for an ba job of writing, for the best 
coverage on the big spot news events, for the kind , 
of description that’s the next best thing to a ringside 
seat, I'll take the veteran correspondent who, a dozen 
years ago, said, as an introduction: 

“The name’s a little unusual. Just remember ‘kill a

Whelchel Says Physical 


{ Kondition of Midship- 


men Better.

NEW YORK, March 5.—(#/)— 
Varsity sports at the Naval Acad- 
emy at Annapolis will continue un- 
der full sail through the war in 
the opinion of Captain J. E. 
Whelchel, former football coach 
and now athletic director, who 


| added that the only fault with the 


Navy’s athletic program in the 
past was that it did not reach 
enough men. 

“We have not changed anything 
respecting varsity athletics and I 
hope and believe that they will 
continue right through the war,” 
he said, “but we have very much 
increased the tempo of our in- 
tramural program. 

‘“‘We have always had a course, 
but it formerly reached only about 
half of the midshipmen. We now 
have the same course, but since 
the outbreak of the war it has 
been stepped up to include every- 
one of the approximately 3,000 
midshipmen. 

IN GOOD CONDITION, 

“I would say that the physical 
condition of the midshipmen un- 
doubtedly is better than that of 
the students of any other college 
or university with the possible ex- 
ception of the cadets at West 
Point,” 

Whelchel, who came here to at- 
tend a meeting of a group of east- 
ern athletic directors, expressed 
his views in connection with testi- 
mony before a congressional ap- 
propriations committee in Wash- 
ington that the midshipmen “were 
not in good physical condition to 
meet the exigencies of war.” * 

On Wednesday Rear Admiral 
Randall Jacobs, chief of the Navy’s 
Bureau of Personnel, testified: 

“We have found it necessary 
at the beginning of the war to 
overhaul completely the entire 
physical training program of the 
personnel in the Navy. We found 
that we have just been kidding 
ourselves and that we were not 
in good physical condition to meet 
the exigencies of war and the re- 
quirements of active service...” 

CONDITION IMPORTANT. 

Whelchel said that so far as the 
Naval Academy is concerned the 
physical condition of the midship- 
man has never been neglected and 
the only change that has been 
made in its program was to in- 
crease its design so as to reach all 
midshipmen. 

He added that the subject ap- 
parently had come before the ap- 
propriations committee because 
the athletic association, which for- 
merly sponsored the intramural 
program with receipts from var- 
sity sports, had suffered reduced 
revenues. 

“Our income has fallen off, due 
partly to the transfer of the Army- 
Navy football game, and we found 
it necessary to shift some of 
the responsibility for intramural 
sports. So we put it in the 
budget,” he ee

Second, remove skin from vege- | 
tables or fruit. 


Third, cut vegetables into thin 
slices. (This does not apply to 
beans ér leafy vegetables.) 

Fourth, put the slices on the 
cloth tray and place in gas oven. 
Bring oven temperature to 150 
degrees, leaving door open to per- 
mit air circulation. The vegetables | 


will be completely dehydrated in| 


four and a half to six hours. 

Vegetables are reduced to about 
one-fourth to one-ninth their origi- | 
nal size. They may be stored for 
future use in glass jars. When 
wanted, they are soaked in water. 
urftil size and shape are restored 
—ordinarily about three hours. 
Then the food is cooked as de- 
sired.
